LONDON (AP) — The hopes 


of chunky George Chuvalo for a 
heavyweight 
title bout with 


champion Cassius Clay have 
received another rude setback. 


The Canadian champion from 


Toronto was outpointed by lit- 
tle-known Eduardo Corlietti, a 
24-year-old Argentinian, in a 10- 
rounder at Olympia Hall Tues- 
day night. 


"I guess this has set back my 


program for a challenge against 
Clay, but that is still my objec- 
tive," said the 28-year-old Chu- 
valo, who last year was defeat- 
ed by Floyd Patterson and Er- 
nie Terrell in two other bouts. 


"If Corletti had stood up and 


fought like a man, I would have 
beaten him," Chuvalo added. 
"But he kept going back, back, 
back." 


Corletti, who competed in the 


1960 Tokyo Olympics in boxing 
for Argentina and turned pro in 
1963, was much the faster man 
in the ring and kept out of any 
possible trouble 
by dancing 


away. 


"They don't come any tougher 


or stronger than Chuvalo," said 
Corletti, who now lives in Italy 
and fights out of Rome. 


"George rocked me once or 


twice toward the end, but I 
think the crowd agreed that I 
won a good fight on better box- 
ing ability." 


Chuvalo weighed 206% to Cor- 
itt'is 191%. The 
Canadian's 


record now is 37-10-1 in 48 
fights. Corletti has won 12 of 19 
bouts with two defeats and five 
draws. He gained attention with 
a victory over British heavy- 
weight Billy Walker last year.

HOLLYWOOD (NBA) 


Susan Hampshire, of the Yorkshire Hampshlfes, couldn't 
get into the Polo Lounge of the Beverly Hills hotel because 
she was wearing slacks.

LIFE IS JUST A SERIES OF ADVENTURES for Susan 


Hampshire. Maybe it's because she's so beautiful—tall, 
blonde, brown eyes set at a provocative tilt. Maybe it's be- 
cause she's a talented actress—she was the witch in Walt 
Disney's "Thomasina" and you'll see her soon in Disney's 
"The Fighting Prince of Donegal" and opposite Charles 
Aznavour in "Paris in August." 


But most likely it's because she's a girl with an admitted 


emotional, rather than intellectual, approach to life. She 
was never very good in school, she says, and one teacher told 
her that, if she wanted to be loved, she'd have to do some- 
thing about it. 


She did. She decided, in her childish years, that movie 


stars are generally loved, so she would become a movie star. 


And eventually that is exactly what she became. But there

—but she won't say what they talked about. 


At his compound, she met a man, half-Greek ahd half- 


Negro, who helped her make her decision. Because of his 
color, he was very unhappy, feeling that he fit into neither 
world. 


"He said the greatest pleasure he got in life," she says, 


"came from movies. And I realized that actors, in helping 
people escape from their unhappiness, even momentarily, 
are contributing something." 


SHE WANTS TO CONTRIBUTE sQttiething more, however. 


On another plane, she sat next to a woman who was connected 
with a school in Iwgowa, Nigeria. There, she says, children 
get no education unless the money comes from outside the 
country. 


So much of her income goes to the school in Iwgowa—she 


can pay for a child's education for a year for two pounds, 12 
shillings (about $7) and for another 14 shillings (about $1.50) 
buy his school clothes and books. 


As for herself, her ambitions are simply stated: "To live in 


Paris with the man I love and have five children and be the 
best actress in the world and make one smashing picture 
every year."

$100 for each exemption each 
claims. 


When couples file separate 


returns, if one uses the 10 per 
cent stardard, both must; if one 
uses the minimum standard, 
both must; if one itemizes de- 
ductions, both must. 


In the instruct!no sheet sent 


taxpayers by the Internal Reve- 
nue Service there are three tax 
tables — A, B, C — and three 
tax-rate schedules, Nos. 1, 2, 3. 


Only those with under $5,000 


income can use the table to find 
their tax without figuring. Any- 
one with $5,000 or more income 
must figure his own tax, using 
one of the tax-rate schedules. 


In table A for single persons 


and table B for married couples 
filing jointly there is no choice 
between the two standard d e - 
ductions. The government has 
considered both and provided 
the lowest tax. 


Note that couples using table 


B get a lower tax than couples 
filing separately with table C. 
It's in table C where there is a 
choice, for those using it, be- 
tween the two standard deduc- 
tions. 


Those qualifying as head of 


household or surviving spouse 
— both are explained in No. 3 
story in this series — get a tax 
break by being allowed to use 
low-tax table B with married 
couples filing jointly if their in- 
come is less than $5,000.

This Is ABC 
on Choosing 
Tax Form 


EDITOR'S NOTE — Not ev- 


eryone can use a simple form 
for his income tax return. This 
article, the second of five, ex- 
plains that point a n d several 
other procedures that must be 
followed.

WASHINGTON (AP) — This 


is &n ABC on choosing and using 
the right form — 1040 or 1040A 
— for your 1965 income tax re- 
turn. Anyone can use 1040. Not 
everyone can use 1040A which is 
a punchcard and simpler. 


You can use 1.040A only if your 


income was under $10,000 and 
then only if you meet these con- 
ditions: 


1. Almost all your income was 


in wages from which tax was 
withheld and no more than $200 
of it was in interest, dividends, 
or wages from which tax was 
not withheld. 


2. You take the standard de- 


duction allowed 
for personal 


expenses. 


If your expenses were more 


then the standard covers, you 
can claim them in full but only 
by itemizing to prove you had 
them. Then you must use 1040. 
You have to use it if your in- 
come was $10,000 or more. 


And you must use 1040 if your 


income was other 
than de- 


scribed above or if you claim to 
be he'd of household or a widow 
or widower who qualifies as sur- 
viving scouse — two categories 
given a special tax break — 
claim credit for retirement in- 
come or exclusion for sick pay, 
paid an estimated tax during 


claim travel, trans- 
moving, or other ex-

The Logan Act is still on the 


books — but n o t likely to be 
thrown against the three who 
went to Hanoi.

NEW YORK (AP) - A mid- 


dle-aged man of small mechan- 
ical aptitude is in a box these 
days. Life is just one frustration 
after another. 


They — whoever they are — 


may deny it, but there is a con- 
spiracy to complicate every-day 
machines to the point where you 
need an engineering degree to 
cope with a typewriter. 


Got a minute? 
In a middle-aged newsman's 


salad days the typewriter was a 
simple, sturdy, mechanical de- 
vice for setting words down on 
paper. It firmly suppressed its 
personality, if it had one, and 
existed only to serve. 


Any fool in the office rould 


operate a typewriter, and many 
did. 


Typewriters have changed. 
One of the new breed was 


foisted off on this corner recent- 
ly by the office manager. 


It has a streamlined body, 


aiy tail fins, automatic trans- 
mission, power steering, banks 
of 
sealed-in computer 
units, 


tiers of buttons and levers and 
the over-all gloss of a high-fash- 
ion model. 


It must weigh a good 35 or 40 


pounds and at best only 25 per 
cent is payload. The rest is win- 
dow dressing to make the older 
typewriters look obsolete. 


Merely setting the margins 


requires the use of no fewer 
than four buttons and toggle 
switches. These are easily con- 
fused with a bristle of similar 
devices for varying the touch 
tension, starting up the wind- 
shield wiper, turning on the 
built-in radio and raising the 
windows. 


So far it has proved impossi- 


ble to master the combination, 
and the typewriter just sits 
there in smug idleness.

and moderate-cost housing. 


"That we combine physical

grams throughout the rebuild- 
ing process. 


"That we achieve new feisi- 


bility 
in 
administrative pro- 


cedures. 


"That we focus all the tech- 


niques and talent within our so- 
ciety on the crisis of the Ameri- 
can city." 


Johnson said "there are few 


cities and towns in America 
which could not participate in 
the demonstration cities pro- 
gram. We shall take special 
care to see that urban commu- 
nities of all sizes are included. 
The impact of the program will 
be 
significant, 
involving 
as 


much as 15 or 20 per cent of 
the existing substandard struc- 
tures."
